London, Sept. IT.— The Pietermnritz- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Mall an- 
uounces that Lord Roberts will start for 
England about October ;». This time 
there is little doubt of the genuineness 
of the report of his early return. Some 
troops will also be coining back and the 
elections will thus be excellently limed 
by the government to take advantage of 
national fever over u successful war. 

Mr. F, W. lieitz, state secretary of the 
defunct South African republic, is going 
to Paris, according to the Pretoria cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail, from which 
point he will proceed to the United 
States, where he will probably remain. 

Ottawa, Sept. IT. — Further reports re- 
ceived at the militiu department to-day 
from different contingents in Smith Afri- 
cn up to August 12 show the effective 
strength of the infantry on that date 
was 548, an improvement over last re- 
port: 217 men were sick. This report is 
dated Welveden. Col. Otter states that 
on August i) the battalion joined Hart's 
brigade of Infantry, which included the 
North nmberlands, Somersets, Derby- 
shires and Dublius, Dewet was march- 
ing northward and the infantry pegged 
after him and had a trying time. The 
men are standing the work very well. 

The first battalion of Mounted llilies 
was at Bankfouteln on August 0, the 
effective strength being "171 out of 3G8. 

The Second Battalion Mounted Rifles 
was at Pan Station on August S, the ef- 
fective strength being l(!(i out of LIT.'i. 

Berlin, Sept. 17.— The Vossosche Zei- 
tung point out that the "singular orders'' 
given by the Portuguese government to 
the governor of Mozambique authorizing 
the departure of Mr. Kruger for Europe, 
permits Mr. Kruger to sail only for a 
European port, adding: "The govern- 
ment in so doing goes beyond- its powers. 
Doubtless Lisbon is acting under pres- 
sure from Great Britain, which fears, 
presumably, that Mr. Kruger is going to 
the United States." 

EXCEED FOUR THOUSAND. 

The Latest List of Deaths From the 
Galveston Horror. 

Houston, Texas. Sept. 17.— The latest 
list of dead in Galveston, printed in the 
I'ost, revised to date, shows a loss of 
4.0TS lives. The paper says none of the 
persons whose names are printed in the, 
list have been beard from and thai a 
great number of names have been fur- 
nished by relatives of the dead. 

I< is estimated that 8,000 people have 
left Galveston. Others have gone into 
interior or other static. 

The number coming up on the first train 
lo-ilay showed no falling off. 

Governor Siiyers has taken charge of 
the relief work here as at other points, 
and money in being given out where 
needed more than provisions and clothing. 
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FOUND DROWNED. 

Blair's Body Taken From the 
Waters of Durrani Inlet. 



Vancouver, Sept. 17.— Early this 
morning a body was found Una ting in 
the inlet, and taken to the undertaker. 
The remain* were identified as those of 
Charles Blair, a native of M.mcton, N. 
II. . who lias been iii the city bill two 
weel;.s. Blair disappeared about a week 
ago, uni! ii search for him proved futile, 
Blair was in hard luck and unable In se- 
cure work, and it is feared he committed 
suicide. He comes of a New Bruns- 
wick family and was for some time a 
clerk til the Merchants' Bank. Brandon, 
but for a year oi more bad been working 
Oil the railroad. 

PROVINCIAL REFORMATORY. 

Government Fully Intends to Place It 
Near Vancouver. 

Vancouver, Slept. 17.— Under date of 
September l.">, Hon. J, 1>. Prentice, pro- 
eineial secretary, writes as follows to 
Capt. Tatiow. M.P.P.: 

"Referring to yours of ibis date, there 
is no truth whatever in the rumor that 
the reformatory will be located elsewhere 
than in the neighborhood of Vancouver. 
We hope to choose the site and begin 
work on the building within a few 
weeks." 



TIMBER BURNED. 

Maine Forest Fires Do a Great Deal of 
Damage. 

Ellsworth, Me., Sept. IT.— The owners 
of timber land in this section, which has 
boon burned over by forest fires, have 
estimated their losses, and the aggre- 
gate of the damage in Hancock county, 
at $75,000. The flames ate so deeply that 
the land's usefulness is destroyed. Lum- 
ber men say that it will not support an- 
other growth of timber in 75 years.

A WASTED LIFE. 

Educated, Had Good Advantages, and 
Yet a Sneak Thief. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 17.— William Russ- 
worm, a young Englishman, was sen- 
tenced to six mouths' hard labor to-day 
by Magistrate Yarwood, in the provin- 
cial police court, on conviction for theft, 
under strange circumstances. Russworm 
is a .sou of an English clergyman, is a 
graduate of Cambridge University, 
speaks four foreign languages, und is 
otherwise highly educated. He had been 
living at the Balmoral hotel and told the 
proprietors he was a workman at the 
gas works. Every morning he regularly 
went out with his dinner pail, returning 
in the evening, and would go down town 
after supper, coming back late. On Sat- 
urday tho superintendent of the govern- 
ment party at Extension reported to 
Constable Meludoo, of the provincial 
police here, that uome property was sto'e-i 
from the camp. A portion of the stolen 
property wan a pair of trousers. The 
owner came to town to help in the search, 
and saw Russwurm wearing them. Rue- 
wumn was also identified as the man 
who had been systematically robbing *he 
dinner pails of men at the Departure Bay 
Bower Works, some time back. RllRS- 
wurm admitted both charges.

Ottawa, Sept. 17.— The government has 
the ballot papers for the Dominion elec- 
tions ready to send out to the various re- 
turning officers as soon us parliament is 
dissolved. 

Winnipeg. Sept. 17.— Tho Winnipeg La- 
bor party to-night renominated A. W. 
Puttee, M.P., as candidate for the Com- 
mons. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 17. — The thirteen dele- 
gates chosen by the Liberal meeting on 
Saturday night for the convention of the 
constituency next Saturday arc all 
strong Sloan men. 

Toronto, Sept. 17.— The Mail says; 
"Two (senators have been compelled by 
prolonged illness to forfeit their honors. 
These are Frank Smith, of Toronto, and 
Dr. Sullivan, of Kingston. If the gov- 
ernment decides to replace Sullivan, it 
will probably go to Hon. William Harly. 
late, commissioner of public works in On- 
tario. 

Guelph, Sept. 17— A Conservative 
demonstration was held in Park rink to- 
day. Sir Charles Tupper spoke, and 
Hugh John, who followed, had a good 
reception.

COTTON MILLS CLOSE. 

With Raw Materials at Present Prices 
They Cannot Operate Profitably. 

Manchester, Sept. 17.— Several more 
mills closed to-day. The operators agreed 
to-day that they cannot work profitably 
with cotton at the present price. Great 
interest is felt in the result of the vote 
now being taken by the employers' fed- 
eration with reference to closing the 
mills for 12 days in October. The out- 
come will be announced at Friday's 
meeting. An effort is being made to 
stop all mills, including those stocked 
with cotton. 



THE COAL 

MINERS' STRIKE 



Pennsylvania Anthracite Barons 
and Their Men Arc at 
Outs. 



Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 17.— The great 
struggle between the niithrncitc con! 
miners of Pennsylvania and their em- 
ployers was begun to-day with each side 
confident of winning and neither of them 
shows any disposition |n yield. With the 
exi-ption of a trivial incident at No. -1 
colliery at the Lehigh Coal Company, 
where a mob of boys compelled a mule 
driver to seek cover by throwing stones at 
him, the contest thus far has been entire- 
ly devoid of violence of any kind. The 
exact number of men who struck cannot 
at this time bo told, as only estimates of. 
the number of men who did not start 
work were made to-day. Reports re- 
ceived by the United Mine Workers of- 
ficials from the entire anthracite region 
wero to them most satisfactory. In this 
territory, known as district No. 7, there 
are 10,000 men employed in and about 
the mines. Of this number it is con- 
servatively estimated that about 50 per 
cent., or about 8,000 miners, obeyed the 
order of President Mitchell to quit work. 
Five thousand of these belong to col- 
lieries which did not work nt till, and the 
remaining 3,000 to mines which worked 
short-handed. 

The district south of thi* place, known 
as the 'South Side, was tied up com- 
pletely, with the exception of Coleraine, 
Beaver Meadow and Carson washeries. 
In this territory, the United Mine Work- 
ers are very strong. On the North Side, 
the Upper Lehigh, Milnesville, Eborvall 
and Drifton No. 1 collieries, employing 
about 1,500 men, are shut down. Tho 
mines nt Lattimer and Pond Creek, em- 
ploying 1,400 men, are working with 
badly crippled forces. Three of the Mar- 
kle mines, over which there has been so 
much contention, worked all day with 
about 6fj per cent, of their men. On tho 
West Side, every colliery started up to- 
day minus its union men, except at the 
Hazel mines, where the union miners 
went to work in consequence of a mis- 
understanding.

Thirty-Seven British Troops 
Are Killed and Wounded at 
Tung Chow, 

They Formed a Fatigue Party to> 
Destroy Some Chinese Gun 
Powder. 



Third Russian Attack on Pel 
Tang Forts Has Been 
Repulsed. 



London, Sept. 18.— (3:30 a. m. I— There 
is no additional news from China this 
morning. The Graphic asserts that all 
the powers have accepted Li Hung 
Cluing, and will probably accept Prince; 
Cuing as negotiator. It says also that 
the powers have agreed to insist that n 
central government satisfactory to the 
powers shall be established in China, and 
that full retribution shall be exacted for 
the attacks upon the legations. 

No communication, however, has yet 
passed between the powers concerning" 
indemnities, and a Berlin despatch says 
it is believed there that Dr. Milium von 
Schwa rzenstein, the German minister;, 
will purposely delay negotiations until 
.Marshall von Waldersee has arrived. 

Berlin, Sept. 17. — Shanghai advices to 
the Frankfurt Zeitung say Russia's pol- 
icy is making a highly unfavorable im- 
pression. It appears that British troops' 
have begun an attack upon a Chinese 
camp in the vicinity of Shanghai. Mar- 
shal von Walderseo's agent has taken 
quarters for him nt Shanghai. A fur- 
ther despatch to the same journal, dated 
September 10, says: "A third Russian 
attack upon the Pei Tang forts, north 
of Taku, was repulsed." 

Officers of the British battleship Cen- 
turion assert that while the Wu Sung: 
forts were preparing yesterday for ac- 
tion, the Centurion signalled the German 
Heel, which prepared the cruiser 
Sehwalbe for going to Hankow, if neces- 
sary. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Lokal Anzeiger, wiring to-day, sayst 
"Troops in large numbers are gathering 
from all parts of China at Sian FU» 
which has been chosen as the permanent 
residence of the imperials. The secre- 
tary of the German legation has refused 
to begin negotiations with Prince Ching, 
saying that Dr. Mumm von Schwartzen- 
stein is alone officially qualified for such 
functions." 

London, Sept. 17.— The British com- 
mander at Taku cables that a fatigue 
party engaged in destroying gunpowdeff 
nt Tung Chow was blown up. Eleven 
Welsh Fusiliers were wounded, two 
British Indian soldiers were killed, and 
thirteen British Indian soldiers, Captain 
Hill and eleven Chinese infantry soldiers 
were wounded. 

Washington, Sept. 17.— The pin-sage of 
the day without an event bearing upon 
the Chinese situation went to confirm 
the prediction made last week by officials 
that there would be no immediate im- 
portant developments. The general im- 
pression is that nothing can be done 
until the Chinese themselves have pro- 
gressed further towards the restoration 
of the government at Pekin. Mean- 
while the military preparations for st 
winti'r stay in China go on without 
cessation, though the officials are care- 
ful to point out that these are only pre- 
cautionary measures, and are not to he 
taken as an indication of a final deter- 
mination on the part nf the government. 
Gen. Chaffee's despatches show a de- 
cided improvement in the cable communi- 
cation, and notice was given to-day to 
the state department tnat the new cable 
from Shanghai to Choc Foo. connecting' 
nt that place with the Taku cable, has 
just been completed. 

fount von Y/aldersee, who will com- 
mand the .allied forces, is expected to 
arrive at Shanghai next Wednesday or 
Thursday. There have been no an- 
nouncements of his purpose, but it is 
expected thai these will be developed as- 
the result of instructions which he wilT 
receive on arrival. The Japanese minis- 
ter. Mr. Takahira. had a conference with 
Acting Secretary Adee concerning the 
status ,,f Chinese affairs. Japan's course 
has been clearly defined in her answer to' 
tho Russian proposal. In this answer 
Japan announces her purpose of with- 
drawing from Pekin all "superfluous 
forces." and continuing there only such 
force as is considered necessary. The 
efforts made by China to start peace, 
negotiations have led to the suggestion 
that Marquis Ito, . the distinguished 
Japanese statesman, represent that 
country in the negotiations: but he has 
expressed all unwillingness to accept the 
post, feeling that the conditions do not 
require bis services. It was Count Ito 
who represented Japan in the negotia- 
tions with Li Hung (.'hang for the settle- 
ment of the Japanese-Chinese war, The 
suggested removal of the Chinese capital 
from Pekin to Shanghai is now aban- 
doned. 

The state department has received a 
message from the consul at Fu Chow, 
China, transmitting a eopy of an agree- 
ment entered into between the viceroy 
and Tartar genera! of Full Kien prov- 
ince and the foreign consuls at Fu Chow, 
which provides that in his absence "the 
Chinese authorities will do everything in 
their power to protect the lives and 
property of foreign officers, merchnnts 
and missionaries resident in Full Kien 
and at Amoy: that Centra! and Southern 
China shall not he attacked by the for- 
eign powers so long as the local authori- 
ties maintain order: and. that the ad- 
mirals of the several nations will be in- 
formed that it is not advisable that a 
number of naval vessels should visit Fu 
Chow, lest the people be alarmed." Tho 
agreement is signed by the British, Rus- 
sian, United Stales. Japanese unci 
French consuls, and by Viceroy Hsu 
Ying Kitei and' General Shan Lehi.

Toronto, Sept. IT.— Tin; Mail a nil Em- 
pire publishes a Pretoria despatch, 
dated yesterday (.Sunday), stating that it 
is believed there that Gen. Dewet, the 
Orange Free State commander, who has 
caused the British so much trouble, is 
dead, being killed on September T near 
Pochefstroom, by being shot through the 
lungs. The story of his death comes 
from his Katllr servant. 

Ottawa, Sept. IT. — A cablegram has 
been received to-day stating that Cnpt. 
Howard, of Lord Strathconu's corps, ha* 
been released. He was taken prisoner 
by the Boers early in duly. He be- 
longed to the Northwest Mounted Police, 

A cablegram from Sir Alfred Milner, 
dated Cap"town, received this afternoon, 
announces the release from Nooigodaeht 
of the following prisoners of war, mem- 
bers of Strathconu's Horse: Privates 
Stringer, Gilroy, Bourke (the name on 
the nominal roll corresponding to the 
number in the cablegram is Cassidy, of 
Hendon. Eng.), Boykin (probably in- 
tended for A. I".

The Condor's machinery is to be over- 
hauled while here. The contract has 
been given to the B. C. Machinery Depot 
and they will work night and day to 
hurry the work. The winches, gear and 
engine-room are all to be overhauled - 
there will be about a week's work in all. 
When the repairs are completed the 
steamer will proceed to Vancouver to dis- 
charge her sugar cargo. 

The B.C. Sugar Refinery, to whom the 
sugar is consigned, import a large amount 
of this crude .sugar. They get their sup- 
ply from both Salavorry, and Java. The 
steamer Buckingham will be due about 
the end ot this mouth with about 4,000 
tons from the latter place.

THE NELSON MONUMENT. 

Work of Rebuilding Historic Pile Near- 
iug Completion. 

From i he Montreal Gazette. 

Workmen have been engaged for nearly 
two mouths in refurbishing the pillar on 
Notre Dame street at the intersection of 
Jacques ( 'artier square, which was erect- 
ed in the early part of the century in 
memory of the greatest hero in modern 
rtiival history. Before the task was he- 
bun the monument, surmounted by a 
figure of Nelson, was rapidly crumbling 
Crom the effects of over ninety years ot 
exposure to the elements. The mortar 
was eaten away by winds and rains, 
leaving deep scars in the irregularly join- 
ed stonework, and the inscriptions on the 
panels, as weil us the base reliefs, were 
almost obliterated. These Have now been 
replaced with stone tablets, in which 
the original designs have been faithfully 
copied; the pile has been strengthened, 
aud there is every outward indication 
that the monument will remain for many 
to come as one or the city's chief 
attractions. 

In connection with the foregoing, a 
brief history of the pillar and the in- 
cidents that led up to its erection will 
be of interest. Late in December, 1805, 
the news reached Montreal of the victory 
... .he British licet at Trafalgar. It 
came by packet post, arriving hen- on the 
evening of an assembly ball, held in the 
exchange cuft'ee bouse, then situated at 
the comer of St. Paul and St. L'utec 
streets. While the supper was being 
served in the spacious banquet hall, Mr. 
Samuel Gerard, one of the stewards who 
presided, received the papers brought 
from New York. One of these contain- 
ed Admiral Collihgwood's despatch of 
the battle of Trafalgar. The destruction 
of the enemy's licet by the gallant lads 
in the service of King George 111. caus- 
ed the greatest rejoicing imaginable, but 
this was clouded by the sad tidings of 
the death of Nelson. 

Under the excitement, and on the spur 
of the moment, Mr. Gerard outlined tho 
plan of creeling a monument in the city, 
the cost to be defrayed by popular sub- 
scription. The response was spontan- 
eous, and the guests, including the ladies, 
pressed forward to set down their names, 
and within half an hour, more than 
enough funds were subscribed. A com- 
mittee was appointed, and in the fol- 
lowing spring the work was begun and 
successfully carried out.

THE WAR 

S..ine of the European critics antici- 
pate n heavy battle at Nelspruit, but 
nothing very serious i« likely to occur 
there, seeing that French has taken Bar- 
berton. The enemy tue scarcely in n 
position to make any very strenuous re- 
sistance to Roberts' force, which must 
jrreatly outnumber its opponents. There 
ic- :>. prospect ' of another very consider- 
able capture of prisoners. How the 
enemy can escape, except by fleeing into 
Portuguese territory, it is not easy to 
say, in view of the number and disposi- 
tion of our troops. There are moun- 
tains between Nelspruit and Koonaati- 
poort. and the enemy may be able to find 
an exit through them to the north. 

The deatli of Dewet, if it proves to 
have occurred, will mean the cessation 
of guerilla tactics to the west of Pre- 
toria. His brilliant leadership attracted 
men to him. The Boers have no other 
man of as great influence. 



SPREAD OF ANARCHISM. 

European correspondents say that the 
anarchists tire more busy than ever, and 
Lave formed plans of a very extensive 
nature. The statement is made that 
yroups of ten or more individuals each 
have been told off to assassinate all 
European rulers, including the President 
of France, and President McKinley is 
also on the list. Special effort is to be 
made to kill the King of Italy, the idea 
being that if his death follows closely 
upon that of his father, a revolution will 
be precipitated. It is further alleged 
that in Italy the anarchist movement is 
backed up by men of large means, and 
also that in all parts of Europe the e!ass 
which is espousing these terrible notions 
is recruited from the ranks of thinkers 
rather than from worUingmen. It seems 
clear that the anarchists are pretty well 
supplied witli funds, and it is alleged 
that most of the money comes from 
Italy and Poland. An alliance between 
the Anarchists of Western Europe and 
the Nihilists of Russia is thought to have 
been made. 

Much allowance must bo made for 
exaggeration in these reports. It always 
happens thnt after a ruler has been 
assassinated, stories of plots to kill 
others become very common: but there 
is little reason for surprise that in Italy 
and in Russia the people are ripe for any 
hind of mischief. Those countries have 
to maintain not only a sovereign, but tin 
expensive nobility. The people might lie 
able to afford the first, but the two to- 
gether arc more than they can bear. In 
British countries no idea can be formed 
<if the exactions of tile governing classes 
in Italy and Russia. The great nobles 
themselves may not be very objection- 
able. Their education has made them in- 
different to the conditions of the work- 
ing classes and the peasantry, but pos- 
sibly, man for man, they are quite as 
kindly and w^ll-intentioned as any other 

I pie. Much allowance must be made 

not only for their education, but for the 
influence of heredity, net only upon 
them, but upon their dependents. These 
great nobles do not come directly in 
touch with the humbler classes. Be- 
tween them is the class made up 
Of agents, stewards and so on. These 
grind the faces of the poor after a man- 
ner that we cannot in this country 
imagine. A tithe of what the peasantry 
of Italy and Russia have to bear would 
precipitate a rebellion in any British 
■country. To them the law is something 
which is ever demanding the small fruit 
of their toil, over restraining them from 
simple liberties, ever exacting from them 
more than they can possibly afford to 
give, either in money or services. It is 
not, therefore, a matter of surprise I ha I

A TOURIST ROUTE. 

Tourists lately returned from Dawson 
say that the trip from Victoria to the 
Northern metropolis is one ever-changing 
panorama, of which it is difficult to 
choose the most delightful portion. The 
journey from here to Skagway has often 
been described, and most people are 
familiar with its character. Less has 
been told about the trip over the railway 
to White Horse, but those who have 
taken it say that it is unsurpassable. A 
gentleman, who is familiar with Switzer- 
land, says that is surpasses anything to 
be seen in that much-famed country. 
The railway from Bennett to White 
Horse has not been written up at all, 
from the tourist's point of view. Along 
the lake the location of the road is such 
that new vii-tas of charming mountain 
and lake scenery are constantly opened 
Up as the train speeds along. From the 
foot of Lake Bennett— that is, Caribou 
Crossing— to White Horse the road runs 
through a valley Hanked by terraced 
mountains, and here perhaps is the most 
beautiful part of the railway journey. 
Between White Horse anil Dawson there 
is a series of delight I'ul landscapes, the 
river winding among the mountains, and 
the rapid water giving n spice of adven- 
ture to the sail. Next year it is prob- 
able that hundreds of people will take 
this journey to the Far North, embrac- 
ing in it a visit t.i Alliu, where the com- 
bination of lakes and mountains is prob- 
ably liner than in any other part of the 
known world. Clipt. .lack Crawford, 
speaking of the Atlin country, said lie 
had been told to expect something won- 
derfully beautiful, but having seen about 
everything eke in America, was disposed 
to accept the stories with many grains 
of salt. He, however, found the original 
liner than he had imagined anything 
could be. Mrs. Rosvvell D. Hitchcock, 
a lady who has visited most parts of 
the world, declares Atlin to be unsur- 
passed for grand beauty. The time is 
not far distant when tourist travel to 
the Yukon will be a great source of 
revenue to transportation companies, ami 
the business which it will develop will 
add much to the prosperity of the cities 
of Southern British Columbia. 
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of revenue. Theoretically, his receipts 
ought to exactly balance his expendi- 
tures, but the aim usually is to have a 
margin in excess, not only for the sake 
of having something to go and come up- 
on in case unexpected expenditures arise, 
but also because there is always a chance 
that some items of revenue muy fall 
off. No one objects to a finance minis- 
ter estimating upon a reasonable sur- 
plus. But when the surplus is very large, 
as the present surplus is, there is cause 
to complain. Over seven millions of 
surplus means at least .seven millions of 
needless taxation. It is true that all 
the revenue is not derived from taxes, 
such, foi' example, as the receipts from 
the Intercolonial railway, from the canals 
and from the post office. The govern- 
ment gives value received for what it 
gets from these sources. But the chief 
sources of revenue are taxes of one kind 
and another, and these ought to be re- 
duced whenever it is possible. 

Is it the intention of the Laurier min- 
istry to continue to collect more than 
seven millions of needless taxation an- 
nually from the people of Canada? This 
i.s a question which concerns the people, 
and they have a right to an answer to 
it. If the tariff is to be readjusted so 
as to reduce the taxation to the require- 
ments of the public service, how is it 
to be reduced? Is it proposed to reduce 
the revenue by lowering the rate of du- 
ties, and thus throw our markets open 
to competition from the United States? 
Is il propose. 1 to iucrea.se tin.' duties so 
that they wiil check importation and thus 
cut down the receipts from customs? Or 
have the government so little faith in the 
permanency of the prosperity of the 
country that they do nut propme to deal 
with the matter in any way? We sub- 
mit that these are matters to which the 
apologists of tin- government ought to ad 
drcs.s themselves. There is a proper thin 
and proper place, us the Times says, b 
dial with them. Let them be dealt with 
now. before the voters decide to whom 
they will entrust the management of tin 
affairs of Canada for the nexl live years

THE GREAT STRIKE. 

Seventy thousand men are out on 
strike in the Pennsylvania coal mines. 
This is about one-half the total number 
of miners employed in Pennsylvania. It 
is impossible that the effects of this 
strike should not be serious. The supply 
of anthracite coal now on hand is esti- 
mated to be about equal to the consump- 
tion of New York city for forty-five days, 
and prices are already mounting up- 
wards with a rapidity that bodes evil 
for the poor of that city. Twenty-two 
years ago there was a miners' strike that 
resulted in a coal famine in New York, 
anthracite then going up to $14 a ton. 
It is expected that this will be reached 
before a new supply Is available. 

The effect of this strike will be far- 
reaching. It will not only affect the 
residents and manufactories of New 
York, but will so reduce the earnings of 
the railways dependent upon coal truffle, 
that their stocks will drop in price, and 
the whole money market may suffer if 
the difficulty is at all prolonged. The 
political effect will be serious. One of 
the strongest cards which the Republi- 
cans have to play is that the country is 
prospering under President McKinley. 
A strike is likely to strengthen the 
Bryanite forces. Coming on tin 1 top of 
a shortage in the European supply of 
coal, this strike its peculiarly serious. 
No previous incident of the kind was 
felt directly across the Atlantic, but this 
will be. 

Tin' mine-owners, will, of course, at- 
tempt to work their properties. Men will 
be imported from other states, and when 
this happens, it is more than doubtful if 
the regular miners wili stand by and see 
their places taken from them. Winter is 
not far away, anil a hundred thousand 
men, for the strikers will doubtless reach 
that number, out of employment at this 
season of tlie year, present a very seri- 
ous problem. Will President McKinley 
authorize the employment of United 
Slates troops to enable tin.' mine owners 
io work their properties? Under the 
strii'l letter id' the constitution he can- 
not do this, anil tin- only resort will be 
the militia in case violence is resorted to. 
Wiiii t'nc people of the United States 
agitated ever what some firebrands call 
impending imperialism, the use of an 
armed force to protect non-union miners 
mav lead to trouble of the gravest kind.

They -went as 
fur n« Dawson, am] are enthusiastic over 
the at tractions of the trip. While ap- 
preciating in the fullest degree the 
scenery along the coast and the railway, 
they are disposed to regard the sail tip 
the river from Dawson as the most in- 
teresting part nf the journey. The coun- 
try was very beautiful, the autumn tints 
of the foliage combining with snow- 
capped mountains and the winding course 
of the river to make a series nf delight- 
ful landscapes. Mr. Shaw, who accom- 
panied them to Dawson, did riot return, 
but went to Atlin. He expects to be in 
Victoria again about October 10. 



Mr. Justice Martin, the commissioner 
to tin' Porcupine district and staff left 
for that district on Wednesday last. Ac- 
companying the special commissioner aro 
Mr. Louis J. Seymour, secretary of the 
commission; Mr. ,1. D. Graham, govern- 
ment agent and gold commissioner, who 
ft-ill have control of the district under 
the new arrangement; Mr. W. A. Rob- 
ertson, provincial mineralogist for IJrit- 
ish Columbia; Mr. Robert Patrick, clerl;, 
and Constable W. II. Vickers, of the 
British Columbia provincial police. Mr. 
Itobert Cassidy, of the Victoria bar, al- 
ho accompanies the commission. 

Mr. Louis Seymour, speaking for t lie 
commissioner, is quoted as follows by the 
Skagway News: "Chief of the main ob- 
jects nf the commission is to 'confirm and 
satisfy the titles of miners to claims lo- 
cated under the United Stan's laws in 
the snip which has been the subject of 
the modus vivendi between Great Britain 
and the United .States, thus securing to 
American citizens as well as British sub- 
jects, undisputable titles, which will be 
registered with Cape Kant, the sub-min- 
ing recorder at Pleasant Camp, Dal ton 
trail, after investigation by the commis- 
sion. 

"It is uot anticipated that anything of 
a contentious nature will arise during 
the proceedings, so far as regards the 
United States claims. The object of the 
British Columbia legislature, as shown 
by the act creating the commission, being 

entirely in a ml with the spirit as of 

the letter of the modus vivendi. 

■'According to the public notice al- 
ready given, tin' commission commences 
ilr- session near Porcupine City and proba- 
bly at the camp occupied by the boundary 
commission during its work, the lirst sil- 
ting being appointed for Saturday, Sep- 
tember 15, at 10 a.m. 

"Il if, expected that American miners 
in the district will avail themselves of 
I his opportunity offered to establish them- 
selves in their claims, thus placing them- 
selves in an unassailable position should 
any disputts as to title arise. 

"In addition In the foregoing all min- 
ing disputes which are brought before 
tlie commission will be promptly and fin- 
ally dealt with." 

In an editorial the News says; "The 
American miners in tin Cnna liiin Porcu- 
pine country should not. through a mis- 
taken sense nf patriotism, refuse to re- 
cord their claims with the Canadian au- 
thorities. The representatives of British 
Columbia have announce,'! thai they will 
deal liberally with the Americans", and 
the ignominy of being compelled to 
change one's Hag, aniens volens, will not 
be lessened by a refusal to abide by the 
| rulings of the new regime. Secretary 
Hay has done his worst, and there is no 
appeal for the present. A sensible course 
for the miners will be to be as good Brit- 
ish .subjects as possible and still remain 
goo.l Americans, hoping that the day will 
come when the Stars and Stripes' will 
again float over the alienated land."' 

Mr. Justice Martin, says the Alaskan, 
had several cases before him in his sit- 
ting at Atlin. One of these was the con- 
tention of "Sailor Bill" Partridge against 
Lord Hamilton, for the ownership of sev- 
eral claims on the great mining property 
near Atlin, known as the Anaconda 
group. It seems that a Mr. Adams had 
staked for Mr. Partridge the Lakeview 
claim and the Lakeview Extended, but

The l rial lusted three days and 
judgment was reserved. 

Another case ol interest was that of 
the Vellow Jacket. oil Willow creek. 
Capt. Wise located this claim as the 
Vellow Jacket, but Mr. Christopher locat- 
ed it over liiin as the War Kugle. Mr. 
Christopher did so on the ground that j 
the original location posts had been 
changed, and there seemed to be suttl- 
cient evidence that the location posts bad 
been changed to follow the lead, and the I 
judge Mini ply ruled upon this tact that lo- ] 
cation posts could not he changed. That ' 
is lo say, on the question of fact he do- , 
i-iiled adversely to the Wiso-llunnaUs , 
contention, but on the question of law, ' 
he declined to pass, reserving it for the i 
higher court. What he passed upon was 
a mere matter of proper location under 
the law. and the fact in regard thereto;] 
the legal question comes in with refer- 
ence to a document, giving Wise and j 
Uunnnls full claim to the property. This , 
is the legal point that has to be tried be- 
fore the Supreme court at Victoria. 

Queen v. Brnckett was another caso 
decided at thin court. It was a criminal 
case, and this is the usual way state 
cases are entered. But this, on the con- 
trary, was the case of a man named | 
Queen against Jim Bruckctt. Queen 
thought he had a title to some ground on 
Willow creek that the Bracketts claim. 
Jim Brnckett ordered Queen off this' 
ground, and used n shovel as aa argu- 
ment. The only other argument in sight ; 
was an axe and both made for it. Queen 
came into court with ,i plea that young 
Brnckett sought to do him bodily harm. 
It was altogether a case of prospectors ■ 
and hydraulicker, and as the jurors were 
partly prospectors and partly engaged in ■ 
hydraulic works they were divided and 
unable to agree on a verdict. But Mr. 
Justice Martin sent them bail; with a 1 
threat to lock them up tiatii a verdict j 
was given, and in a short time the jury I 
found Mr. Brnckett not guilty.

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or glre notice of their Illness to the Health 
Officer or Police Constable In the district 
where such Chinese or Japanese reside. 

2. Physicians in attendance on sick Chi 
nese or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Oflicer or Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health In Municipalities; or, if In an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
he notified. Such notification should state 
the cause of Illness and the condition of the 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to the Health 
Officer, Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health or Government Agent, as the case 
may be, at the earliest possible opportu 
ulty. 

S. In City Municipalities the Medlca' 
Health Officer shall be notified within six 
hours of the death of any Chinese or Japa 
nese, by the person on whose premises suc'i 
death occurred, or by some relation or per- 
son having charge of tho person so dying. 

*. In Rural Municipalities, the Medlca! 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Board of Health must be 
notified within six hours of such death; and 
lu outlying districts, the rj^vernment Agent 
or Police Constable shall be notllled within 
twelve hourR after such •»--•>- or as soon 
after as possible.

Rich Porcupine District - 
Yield a Large Output 
of Gold.

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Steamer Amur returned from the 
North yonterday at noon, bringing a 
large cargo of salmon ami many passen- 
gers. Included among the passengers 
were Ex-Governor Mclnnes and Mrs. 
Mclnnee, who have been visiting the 
Atlin district; Mrs. Lugrin, Miss Lugrin 
and Mrs. N. P. Shaw, who have been 
visiting Dawson and other points of in- 
terest in the North; Thomas Allice, 
traveller for Turner, Beetcm & Co., who 
had the honor of being the first com- 
mercial man to take his grip to Dawson, 
and who is returning from another trip 
there; Capt. II. Smith, of the Hudson's 
Kay Company's steamer Caledonia; II. 
G. Wilson, of Wilson Bros., who returns 
from a trip to White Horse and Atlin 
C, Chisholm, a brother-in-law of Big 
Alec McDonald, and 22 others. The 
full list is given in another column. 

News was brought by the Amur of 
the richness of the new Canadian gold 
district in the North, the Porcupine dis 
trict, which « art beforetime considered 
to be on the United States side of the 
line. The Skagway Alaskan of Wed 
nesdny last says: 

"Perry Wiley, one of the discoverers of 
the Porcupine mining district, arrived 
from that country yesterday with a well- 
filled poke of nuggets. Air. Wiley says 
the gold output of the Porcupine will be 
considerable this year, but it will be GO 
to 1 next year. 'The country is deep,' 
said Mr. Wiley, 'ami it requires expen- 
sive machinery to work it. The machin- 
ery is now being put in, and next year 
will witness an output that will be aston- 
ishing. The miners had to learn how 
to work the country. There is not one 
in the district who did not get started off 
wrong. On our claim we got over 
§11,000 in debt before we commenced to 
do anything this year worth mentioning, 
hut in one month the debt was paid and 
there was a surplus of $-1,000 on hand. 

" ' Noue of the claims have been 
worked more than a month, but the 
miners now know their country, anil 
next year they will get in a good season. 
On 12 mines .there will be a large quan- 
tity "£ machinery put up this winter, so 
as* lo be ready for next year's work. 
Work will not stop this winter until well 
into October. 

"Amongst the principal operators in 
the Porcupine country may be mentioned 
Smith & l'.igclcuv. who employ 20 men; 
Stewart & Mix, S men; Wiley & Finley, 
Hi men. On McKinley creek the Cahoon 
Company is working 12 men, and the 
McKinley Creek Mining Company are 
working a large force. Vogel iV Roberts 
are working a large force on Cahoon 
creek. They ore now doing well, but 
had to dig a ditch, much of which was 
blasted through solid rock for three 
miles. 

" 'All of these are now taking out lots 
of gold. They will pay for their dead 
work and have a handsome surplus. We 
are working on a higher bar in an old 
channel on our claim, and some idea of 
its richness may be gained when I tell 
you that John Murray, one of our em- 
ployees, took out $2!)." in three pans of 
bedrock dirt. .Tack Dalton, who came 
down with me, brought down .fl0,0U0 in 
nuggets.' 

"The gold from the Porcupine is all 
course. That which Mr. Wiley brought 
out is all in nuggets." 

According to news received by the 
Amur, the monster potlatch which was 
commencing at Klukwan will not ac- 
complish the object it was designed to. 
It will not be a Siwash peace conference. 
The Wrange! Indians will not attend, 

and the feud which has existed for cen- 
turies, and which the potlatch was de- 
signed to bring to an end, will continue. 
Tlio cause of the failure of the Wran- 
gels. to attend is said to be the robbery 
of $700 from the Wrangel chief on a 
recent visit to the Chilkats. The Wran- 
gels wanted $700 sent to their chief, and 
on the refusal of the Chilkats to do this, 
refused lo go to the potlatch. 

This potlatch has been planned for two 
years. It was arranged by Chief Cloorgo 
Kodowatt of the Chilkats, for the pur- 
pose of bringing the Chilkats, Sticks, 
rioonahs, Wrangels anil Sitka Indians 
together. For a number of centuries, 
some say 600 years, the Chilkats and the 
tribes about Wrangel and the Stikine 

have had a feud between them, because 

of a massacre which occurred at a pot- 
latch held at Wrangel in the early days, 
• where the Wrangels were treacherously 

set upon by the Northern Indians and 

penned into a big but, which was fired 

and all were burned or hacked to pieces 

ns they tried to escape the flames.

Col. Miles, a Montana mining expert, 

who has returned to Skagway from a 

trip to the headwaters of White river, 

where he has been examining copper 

deposits, said to the Skagway Alaskan 

that he thinks the White river the great- 
est copper proposition he has seen.

John Kalein, who has arrived at Skag- 
way from Dawson, is convinced that the 
production of gold is not the only use 
to which the Yukon and its' tributaries 
can be put. He says the country has 
great agricultural possibilities, and in 
substantiation he brought out with him 
a bunch of fully developed and matured 
oata. The oats is about three feet high, 
and Mr. Kalem savs there was a trace 
of three anil a half acres of it at Sixty- 
Mile post. /'There in a farm at Selkirk," 
said Mr. Kulem, "of 40 acres, upon 
which all kinds of vegetables are success- 
fully grown. Hay, peas, carrots, string 
beans, lettuce and cabbage grow in pro- 
fusion. This fanner sent one shipment 
of IS tons to Dawson tins summer. 

"Some idea of the inducement for agri- 
cultural development in the Yukon may 
be gained by the cost of transportation. 
Take hay, for instance. Timothy grows 
in abundance in that country, and the 
cost of transportation is $125 per ton 
from Seattle. That makes a margin 
for the local farmer to conjure with. 

"Between Bennett and Dawson there 
an; large areas of land suitable for agri- 
cultural purposes, and I know no place 
which offers such inducements to the 
man who desires to become a farmer anil 
grow up with the country. Then the 
game and fisheries alone will furnish an 
avocation for many people. They are 
very abundant. Some day the Yukon 
will be a great agricultural country." 

While not lung has been heard from 
the proposed army post for some time, 
dpt. Hovey, in charge of the troops at 
Skagway, says there are many indica- 
tions that the war department has de- 
cided to establish one at Skagway. 
"Supplies ai-e being sent to Skagway," 
said Capt. Hovey, "in such quantities 
and of such character that it would ap- 
pear that the government intends to 
establish the post here permanently.

LOOKS LIKE FOUL PLAY. 

Divers Unable to Kind Child's Arm Seen 
in the Inner Harbor— Clothes 
Found. 

Although a thorough senrch was ma do 
yesterday, with the aid of divera, for, 
the child's arm, which one of the divers 
reported having seen on Thursday Inst 
on the rail under water at the marine 
ways, in the upper harbor, tlio arm could 
not he found. The diver who reported 
seeing il said he put out his hand to take 
hold of It, but it slipped away into the 
mud. The nrm was not an infant's. 

A find was made at Albert Head nn 
.Sunday, which may help to solve the 
ease. On the beach there was found a 
child's dress, suiibonnet. shoes, stockings 
nnd other clothing. They were almost 
loo good to have been thrown away, and 
it seems uaturtii that if n child hail been 
accidentally drowned, the fact would 
have been reported to the authorities, so 
that a search for the body could have 
been made. Although tin'' possibility is 
remote, nevertheless, it is not impossible 
that the arm of a child drowned at Al- 
bert Head would he brought into (lie 
inner harbor by the tide. 

In connection with tile arm, Detective 
Palmer, who is engaged on the case, con- 
siders it very improbable that the action 
of the fish and water would be suffi- 
cient to separate the arm from n body. 
He is, therefore, working on the theory 
thut some child has met with foul play.

Steamer Breconshire, of the Northern 
Pacific line, arrived on Sunday, after an 
uneventful passage from the usual ports 
of China and Japan. She brought a 
light cargo of tea, matting, curios, and 
the usual Chinese and Japanese consign- 
ments. Her passenger list was a small 
one. There were but IS Chinese. 

A budget of late news of the China 
war was brought by the Breconshire. 
Included in this was a story of a gallant 
feat by u small band of German cavalry, 
who, under the leadership of Dr. Schra- 
meier, scaled the walls of the Chinese 
walled town of Tiiitse-chwang, blew 
open tile gates and took the place. The 
attacking force numbered only Hi. The 
correspondent of the China Gazette, who 
tells the story, says: "The small force 
of Uernutu cavalry which went to Clii- 
mei district, where the native Christians 
were being looted and driven out, have 
captured Taitse-chwang. The Boxers 
who were looting the district got wind 
of their coming and made themselves 
scarce. The troops, only Hi strong, then 
went to the (Chinese city. The official 
locked the gates in their faces, sending 
them the usual polite excuses as to the 
disturbed state of the country, etc. The 
result was that, although it was market 
day and there were thousands of people 
present, the soldiers got a dyeing pole, 
scrambled up the city wall ami down 
tile other side. They then shot the lock 
and chain to pieces with their Mauser 
pistols, removed the bolt and opened the 
gate. They then went to the yameu 
and inarched the ollicinl out to an inn 
in the west suburb, between two soldier 
There Dr. Schramcier gave him an e 
hortation which he will probably long 
remember. He told him that if the dis- 
turbances continued in his district, they 
would come and march him to Tsing- 
tuu, and take charge of his jurisdiction.' 1 
From the troubled North advices were 
received that the Chinese authorities en 
cournged the slaughter nnd mutilation 
of the prisoners who fell into the hands 
of the Boxers, by the payment of 100 
taels blood money for the bead of every 
foreigner brought in. The war corres- 
pondent of the North China Daily News 
says in the day book of Viceroy Yu Lll 
which was captured after his flight froTh 
Tien Tsia, "I have seen the following 
entry: Taels 100 paid for the heads of 
two American marines killed in advnnc 
ing to the relief of Tien Tsiu, ou or 
about Juno TL' Taels 50 only were 
given for the two guns captured on the 
same occasion. Petty foreign loot js 
frequently referred to in this precious 
record. Its possession seems to have 
been regarded as confirmatory proof of 
foreign defeat, and was as such re- 
warded. No monetary expense was to 
he spared if such could hasten the fall 
of Tien Tsin settlements. The head 
money explains a ghastly incident that 
happened in Hsi arsenal while in posses- 
sion of Admiral Seymour's column. 
When the gallant Beyts and his two 
marines fell, attempts were made to de- 
capitate all. The next night some Chi- 
nese were found hiding in the reeds, and 
in trying to escape were bayonettetl. 
One of them clung with great pertinacity 
to a bag. and when this was opened our 
men found in if the head of Gunner 
Watkins." 

Cen, Aiexieff, the commander-in-chief 
of the Russian troops in Manchuria, in 
an interview given the correspondent of 
the Kobe Chronicle, denies the opinion 
expressed that Russia would take ad- 
vantage of the disturbance in China to 
permanently occupy Manchuria. Russia, 
he said, had no such intention. lie ad- 
mitted, however, that it would be neces- 
sary for a large force to be retained for 
the protection of the Russians and the 
railways in Manchuria, in case the Chi- 
nese threatened to destroy the railways. 
When pence was restored, however, he 
said the district now occupied by Russia 
would be returned to China in the proper 
course. 

Outbreaks arc reported from Korea. 
The Japanese consul at Gensan says, 
on August lll a mob of about 1,000 
Korean rioters from Kil-jee attacked 
Song-ching, near Gensan. They wrecked 
and burned several houses and odicial 
buildings, and the Japanese residents 
were in danger, when fortunately the 
Aioi Mum came into port, and her ar- 
rival alarmed the rioters so that they 
desisted. They had disavowed any In- 
tention of attacking the Japanese, but 
when some Japanese police went to 
reconnoitre they were attacked, nnd 
barely escaped after using this pistols 
and wounding some Koreans. As these 
occurrences made it uncertain -whether 
the attack might not lie resumed at any 
moment, the Japanese residents with- 
drew to Gensan. The Korean officials 
had given notice that they could not be 
responsible for the safety of foreign life 
and property, and they themselves fled 
'by the same steamer. 

Troubles are also breaking out in 
South China. Despatches to the Asahi 
say that, on August 22 over l.loo Salt 
rioters and Boxers were attempting to 
break out in tic vicinity of Suchowfu, 
Kiangsu. Su Lnohu, leader of the 
Kolaoliui, has gone thither at the head 
of his forces. Advices from Kiukiang 
say that, having resolved to attack the 
city on the 17th from three different 
quarters, after setting. It on fire, seven of 
the Kolaoliui force entered it on the 
evening of that day. Four of them were 
arrested, however, by the guards of the 
place and executed. The city thus barely 
escaped being burnt down and at- 
tacked. 

At Amoy a temple has been burned 
by rioters, and the Japanese put troops 
ashore to guard their settlement. Her 
28 members of the Reform party of 
Kang Yu Wei have been arrested by 
the local authorities, and 13 have been 
executed. 

Japanese papers publish a lengthy 
manifesto issued by Marquis I to as head 
of a new Japanese political party. The 
cardinal principle of the manifesto is 
civil service reform. It shows an un- 
compromising attitude of hostility to the

spoils system. The Japuu Advertiser 
says: 

"The lack of enthusiasm for the war 
displayed by the Japanese is a phenom- 
enon which has given rise to much com- 
ment of late. It is placed in such 
marked contrast to the spirit which pre- 
vailed during the former Chinese cam- 
paigns. Doubtless Japan, like the rest 
of the world, since the pence conference 
has been sated with accounts of wurs 
and rumors of wars. Perhaps also the 
consciousness that the present strife is 
mere boy's play compared with that 
which looms up in the near future, has 
something to do with the present 
apathy." 

Japanese collieries have contracted to 
supply (10,000 tons of coal to the United 
States authorities for the warships on 
the Manila station within four months. 



The Stewart 

River Finds 



Mounted Police Informed of a 
Good Find Above Frazer 
Falls, 



Post Will Be Established at 
McQuesten— Miners Reach 
Dawson, 



Steamer Amur, which arrived yester- 
day, brought further advices of the re- 
cent gold finds in the Stewart river dis- 
trict. The Yukon Sun of September 1 
says: 

"Staff-Sergeant Pringle, of the N. W. 
M. P., who is located at the mouth of 
the river, states that news came to them 
of a good find about 12") miles above 
Krazer Falls on the Stewart itself. 
Sergeant Pringle was a passenger on the 
Nora last evening. Sergeant J. W. 
Davis, together witli two other members 
of the N. W. M. 1'., have been ordered 
to this ncTf country. A post will be 
established at McQuesten; VJ. months' 
provisions uud supplies will be taken, 
and n roving commission has been given. 
This will enable the otlicers to report 
authentically to headquarters from time 
to time. The detachment will leave on 
the light-draught steamer Quick ns soon 
as she arrives from down river. 

"Tom Heney, George Gordon nnd 
Harry Thompson have arrived nt Daw- 
sou from the Stewart river country," 
says the Sun. "They travelled pretty 
well all over, and are more than pleased 
with all they saw. About 500 miners 
will winter there, and the country will 
be pretty thoroughly prospected. Owing 
to the damp nature of the country, sum- 
mer prospecting is made very difficult. 
The flies are reported as bad. Game of 
every description is very plentiful, and 
no lack of fresh meat will be felt. The 
party amongst other things enjoyed bear 
nnd moose meat, while fish, ducks, etc., 
were to be had on every hand. Mr. 
Lockic Burwash journeyed to the head- 
waters of the McQuesten in company 
with Tom Heney. They visited Dublin 
gulch and all the working creeks. Al- 
though nothing startling has as yet been 
struck, still all the party are convinced 
thnt before the coming winter has passed 
a good strike will be made, and all that 
has been predicted for this country will 
be verified. Dredging ou the bars will 
be carried on very extensively. This 
form of mining has been most successful 
throughout the headwaters id' the 
Fraser, and in fact all over the Cariboo 
country. Several large syndicates have 
representatives and engineers on the 
Upper Stewart, who will report on their 
findings very shortly." 

William Auckland, engineer of the 
Yukon Gold Fields Co., has been acquit- 
ted of the charge of robbing the sluice- 
boxes of the company, preferred by Mr. 
Neville Armstrong, the manager.

The strict manner in which the United 
States government administrates the. 
immigration laws of that country has 
caused a great deal of inconvenience, 
and annoyance to two gentlemen, both 
American citi/.ens, who came to Victoria 
last week on a business visit. Thoy are 
still here, because they defc-line to be 
herded ami treated at the quarantine sta- 
tion as immigrants. The gentlemen in 
question are Mr. II. C. Kumamoto, thn 
agent at Tacoma of the Japan-American 
Construction & Mercantile Company, a 
very wealthy company, organized to trade 
between Japan ami the United .States, 
and undertake construction work, and 
Mr. T. Mitono. a merchant of Scuttle 
and editor of the Japan News, publish- 
ed in the Sound city. Mr. Kumamoto is 
a graduate of Harvard University, a 
property owner in Tacoma. and. like his 
travelling companion, u uarurallzc-d 
American citizen. 

Their business completed in Victoria, 
they applied at a steamship office for 
tickets to Tacoma. The clerk mechani- 
cally reached under the counter for one 
of Hie forms that Japanese are required 
to fill out before hoarding a steamer to 
go to the "land of the free." The inten- 
tions are numerous and pertinent. Among 
them is this one: "Are you possessed of 
$30?'' Now Mr. Kumamoto's dress does 
not betoken a man who travelled about 
tlie country on thirty cents, or even 
thirty dollars. There are other questions 
that the travellers did not think it should 
be necessary for them to answer before 
they were allowed to return to the land 
of their adoption. But it -was not the 
questions alone that annoyed them: there 
was the treatment that they would re- 
ceive as immigrants to be considered. 
What this treatment is is best explained 
in Mr. Kumamoto's own words— "Just 
like dogs." They would be herded on the 
boat, so to speak, and would be retained 
at Porl Townsend to be fumigated. This 
fumigating process may not make much 
difference in the appearance of clothes 
such as are worn by Japanese immi- 
grants, bin it is safe to say that the 
fashionable tailor who supplies Mr. 
Kumamoto's suits would not know them 
after they had been boiled and dried. 

Anyhow, the two merchants refused to 
be herded as immigrants and they sen! 
an emphatic protest to the United States 
immigration inspector at Tacoma, Mr. 
Smiley.
